piled wood around him. and set lire to 
It. 
The negro begged plteously for 


his life. In a short time he expired.

Demand a Guarantee. 


The wave of enthusiasm that swept 


over the convention when President 
Mitchell finished his address seemed

therein— the Indorsement of the arbi- 
tration proposition. 
Hardly had the 


sound of his voice died away before 
it became evident that such ending of 
the deliberations would not be accom- 
plished without D hard fight on the 
point in dispute — what the status of 
the engineers and firemen will be with 
the operators 
after 
resumption of 


work. Several delegates insisted that 
the convention should be given a guar- 
antee that all miner* would be given 
their old positions. Mitchell told thorn 
that could not be done.

In every step President .Mitchell has 


taken he has had the support and. con- 
fidence of the anthracite miners In un- 
limited measure. Hence It was a sur-

sequently made In response to a re- 
quest from a delegate upon the atti- 
tude of the companies on the point In 
dispute. This, It developed, was not 
due to any lessening of confidence In 
their leader, but to the distrust of the 
operators, for which the miners jus- 
tify themselves by .faying that It is 
born or bitter experience.

1 and U. In No. 7 not 1 per cent of 
the engineers and firemen are affected, 
as the majority of the collieries shut 
down absolutely when the strike was 
declared, and so there are few non- 
union men to be displaced when the 
miners como back.

O'Brien declared that Patrick Nolan, 
one of the government's witnesses In 
a certain prosecution In Dublin and 
Sllgo. avowed that he had been em- 
ployed to shield Sullivan from Justice

WEEKLY MARKET LETTER 
There is considerable talk of late 


regarding a more liberal inspection 
of corn by the State Grain Inspec- 
tion Department. 
Influential people 


have approached the chlof Inspector 
ad his chief assistants with the com- 
plain that at present the Inspection 
is toco severe, that the grade of No. 2 
has been raised until the only corn 
that Is passed as No. 2 Is really of 
such an excellent quality 
that It 


should be graded No. 1. Tho rule 
giving tho requirements of No. 2 corn 
reads: "No. 2 corn shall be <lry. 
reasonably clean,." etc. You will note 
that It docs not 
read 
"reasonably 


dry." 
"Dry" Is not modified. 
I had 


occasion to mako a fight on Just this 
point. 
In accepting No. 2 corn (In 


fulfillment of contracts, I Insisted that 
the corn must be "dry." The receiv- 
ing houses made a protest to the rail- 
road and warehouse commissioners, 
and tho Inspection department was 
apparently Influences' as the propor- 
tion of contract corn tn tho dally re- 
ceipts Increased from about 10 per 
cent to over GO per cent. Right here I 
want to say no corn was at that time 
passed as No. 2 that was ever re- 
fused as No. 2 by any one who bought 
It l» ship. It kept In good condition 
and all went out of store without pro- 
test. 


It seems to be a fact that when our 


corn market Is manipulated and our 
"cash future" la forced to an unnat- 
ural premium over deferred futures, 
tho Inspection becomes more rigid. 
When everything Is natural the lines 
are not so tightly drawn. The reason 
for this Is, I believe.- that the Inspect- 
or fears his work may be crltlsed and 
ho sticks to the letter of the rule. 
He knows that the consignee can ask 
for ro-lnspcctlon by his uupcrltrr. who 
will change the grade If he has been 
too severe, and falling here, there Is 
still recourse to the Appeals commit- 
tee. But I know this: When tho corn 
has once been graded No. ,'f tlie first 
assistant Inspector looks for tho track 
(second assistant) Inspector's reason 
for making It No. .1. and can generally 
find It. In other words, his attention 
Is called to defects that tordhiarlly 
would bo passed over, and which real- 
ly should be passed over. 


With the fear of manipulation over 


present, the handlers of corn at coun- 
try stations everywhere over tho corn 
belt hesitate to "hedge" purchases of 
new corn with gales of December. It 
has so reduced the amount of trad' 
Ing In this future as to make it pos 
slide for one or a few moneyed men 
to force the price to a big premium 
over May. The new corn everywhere 
will be moved on a basis of the May 
price, and hedges are and will con- 
tinue If nothing can bo 
done 
to 


remedy It. 


This reduces the operations In the 


December to the purely speculative 
mil gives us an unhealthy condition. 
There Is entirely too much of a gam- 
bling nature to each opcratlo 
and 


the best Interests of the Board of 
Trade and of the grain 
handlers 


everywhere are not best subserved by 
permitting tills.condition to continue 
If anything can be done to remedy It. 


Thousands of cars of corn every 
year graded as No. .1 and put Into 
store during tho winter months, go 
out In the spring at tho same price 
as No. 2. and fill every requirement 
of No. 2. Tho corn is shipped to for- 
eign countries, and arrives at Its des- 
tination In good condition. Consum- 
ers here and abroad pay no premium 
for No. 2 corn. The No. 3 seems to be 
:ho commercial grade. This Is true, 
and I believe thousands of cars of 
corn every winter graded 
No. 
3 


could and should be graded No. 2. 


At once the bull will say that this 


ivcwlcl put a club into the hands of 
:he short seller and would result In 
ower corn prices. 
Temporarily, It 


might, just for a week or so, but I be- 
leve nothing would redound so mticn 
:o the benefit of corn prices las -a 
lealthy corn market. 
We will Unit 


:he word "corn" will mean "value." 
Tho-crop may bo 2,500.000.000 bu; we 
will convert It Into beef, pork and a 
iiinf.rod other things. 
Wo do not 


leed "contract" corn to mako corn 
bring its worth. In absence of deter- 
mined manipulation every run of con- 
tract corn would break prices. Where 
a run of contract corn Is not feared, 
egltlmate conditions will govern, and 
I believe every grain grower In the 
country Is willing and anxious to see 
egltlmate conditions govern. 
Amer- 


ican farmers have faith In the future 
if corn. Every bushel of corn In the 
country should share In any advance, 
whether It happens to be contract 
;rade at Chicago or in-the shape of 
logs or cattle in the country. 
• I look for a considerable portion 
if this crop to bo moved at present 
or lower prices, but tho price of this 
crop of corn will (It Is my opinion) 
average much bettor than any large 
crop ever before raised In this coun- 
try.
